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Marriage vs. Civil Unions 

They are far from the same ■ 

By Liz Bradbury 

A few of the slides in “225 Same Sex Couples 
Project” discuss marriage vs. civil unions. We must 
demand full equality, not a watered down version. 
They are not the same. The biggest difference is that 
a civil union only grants the state rights in which it is 
issued, not federal marriage rights. 

Let’s take a look at some of the issues at stake here: 


Benefits: It’s great that people who work in states that 
grant civil unions can now be assured that they get 
health benefits when those benefits are extended to the 
spouses of employees. But 
there’s still an unequal catch. 

While they get the benefits, 
the federal government taxes 
the employees for those ben¬ 
efits as though the value of 
those benefits was part of the employee’s salary. That 
can easily cost $1000 a year. Legally married couples 
do not pay federal tax on spouse health benefits.

Social Security: Under federal law a married survivor 
gets Social Security benefits if their 
spouse dies. A civil union grants 
zero Social Security benefits to the 
partner. 




Immigration: If you can get legally married to a 
person from another country they can easily become 
a citizen of the United States. A civil union grants 
zero immigration rights because immigration is 

solely a federal is¬ 
sue. If a U.S. male 
citizen from Vermont 
falls in love with a 
Canadian man they 
can get a civil union 
in Vermont, but that 
won’t get citizenship 
for the Canadian partner. He can’t stay in this country 
because they only have a civil union. On the flip side, 
the man from Vermont can marry the Canadian in 
Canada and become a Canadian citizen and they can 
live together in Canada, because same-sex marriage is 
legal in Canada. 


Now consider Military Spouse support:. Say a same- 
sex couple from New Jersey gets a civil union. One 
is in the military and she is deployed to Iraq. They 
aren’t married, so there is no federal recognition of 
their relationship. 

There is no access to 
spouse support groups, 
no medical benefits for 
the civil union partner, 
no PX benefits, no 
family housing when 
the solider comes 
home, and no lifetime pension if the solider is killed. 
Only legal marriage grants those benefits. Under 
Don’t Ask Don’t Tell, if that soldier even mentions 
to a military mental health counselor, their CO, or a 
military chaplain that she is concerned about her civil 
unioned partner back home, she will get an automatic 
discharge. Imagine the pressure to never be able to 
mention one’s partner, when other soldiers are getting 
significant support for their families back home. 



Home Inheritance Tax: My partner of 20 years and 
I own our home together in PA as joint tenants with 

right of survivorship, and 
we have all the wills and 
powers of attorney... but 
when one of us dies, the 
other has to pay 15% tax 
on our home on the day of death, because the state of 
PA sees us as strangers. That is a huge financial burden 
and no will or deed can change that. To deny us the 
full terms of a legal marriage contract means that our 
family is not protected in the way other U.S. families 
are protected. There is nothing we can do about it 
until laws are changed. Yet we stay together because 
we love each other and are committed to each other 
without any of the social and institutional help the U.S. 
government provides other families. 

Marriage means equality, civil union means some of 
the rights. Marriage is one kind of legal contract in the 
U.S. and civil union is another kind of contract. They 
are not the same. If they were the same, they wouldn’t 
have different names. 

If people still insist that civil union is the same as mar¬ 
riage tell them to ask any opposite sex married couple 
if they would be willing to give up their marriage and 
just take the rights and label of a civil union instead. 

If you want to give a minority group equal rights... 
then give them the rights. Just do it. Give them all 
the rights, not a separate water fountain and a separate 
classroom and a separate set of laws with a different 
name. The way to keep a minority in an inferior role is 
to deny them an equal identity. 

We are treated in an inferior way to keep us inferior. 
Many times we begin to believe that a lower level of 
rights is all we deserve. Gay people have to remind 
themselves everyday that equality means believing 
you deserve equal rights. We deserve legal marriage 
protections and equal legal rights just like any other 
family, and nothing less.

THE JURIED 
EXHIBITION 
DE-MYSTIFIED.... 

The Art Association of Harrisburg 
will present “The 80th Annual 
Juried Exhibition," Wachovia 
Foundation, Corporate Sponsor, 
on May 10,2008, at the galleries 
at 21 North Front Street. The 
exhibition will consist of 100 varied pieces of artwork by 
79 artists from 13 states, selected by juror Nat Trottman, 
Assistant Curator of the Guggenheim 
Museum in New York City. The show 
will open with a gala reception and 
awards ceremony on Saturday, May 
10th, from 6 to 9 PM, and then will run 
through June 12th. 

But just what IS a “juried exhibition"? 

A “juried exhibition" is an art show 
in which the entries are judged by 
a juror (or panel of jurors) invited to 
serve because of his or her expertise 
in art, and affiliation with a major art 
institution which potential entrants 
readily recognize. In the case of the 
Art Association's Juried Exhibition, the 
show has evolved during the past 80 
years from relatively modest begin¬ 
nings into the nationally respected 
event it is in 2008. In the early days, through 1979, in fact, 
the AAH Juried Exhibition was only open to entries from 
the region. Then, when Charles Schulz was Executive 
Director, in 1980, he decided to make the show a national 
one by accepting slide entries, rather than the actual pieces 
of art as in the past. 


magazines, and entries began pouring in annually from 
artists from across the US, and even from abroad. After 
jurying and subsequent notification, 
the accepted artists shipped their 
work to AAH for exhibition and for 
prize jurying.

A shipping agent was retained so 
that the accepted artwork could be 
sent to a warehouse for unpacking 
and storage, since AAH had no 
storage space for packing materials 
nor skilled "handlers" to re-pack 
entries for return at the end of the 
show. When AAH acquired computers, computer guru 
Scott Thomas developed a complex program to record 
Juried Show entries, print lists of entries for the juror, and 
then to print the show catalogue. As 
jurors from nationally known institu¬ 
tions, such as the Hirshhom, the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, MOMA, 
and the Guggenheim come to AAH 
to select the work for the exhibitions, 
they always express their delight at 
how smooth the process goes! 


Last year AAH Curator Terrie Hosey 
made the leap to accepting both 
slides and digital images for the Jur¬ 
ied Exhibition. Now, artists have the 
option of submitting their two entries 
on either disk or slides. Although in 
its 80th year, the AAH Juried Exhibi¬ 
tion continues to evolve. So, for the 
2008 exhibition, over 350 entries of 
artwork were submitted, and Juror 
Nat Trottman selected 100 pieces for the show. Curator 
Hosey has notified the artists of their acceptance or rejec¬ 
tion, and the accepted works will be shipped to our agent 
or hand-delivered to the gallery between now and May 1. 
After all the work has been delivered, the Curator will install 
the show, and Mr. Trottman will return May 9 to select the 
prizes. Then, the show opens to the public on May 10th. 



reception or view the show during 
its five-week run, enjoying the oils, 
acrylics, photographs, mixed media 
works, sculptures, watercolours, 
and graphics, keep in mind all the 
months of work that the Curator put 
into the preparation of the exhibition. 
A “juried exhibition" is not just thrown 
together in a week! It’s a true labour 
of love for an entire year...in fact, as 
soon as the current show opens, the 
Curator will begin her search for a 
juror for the 81st Annual. 


Judges were invited to come from New York, Pittsburgh, 
Baltimore and Washington to jury 
the entries, rather than from regional 
institutions as in years gone by. One 
of the side benefits from jurying from 
slides was that angry rejected artists 
no longer arrived in a snit at the gal¬ 
lery to retrieve their work! Sending 
rejection notices via the mail was far 
preferable. Also, accepting and return¬ 
ing slides was far less labour intensive 
than taking in the actual works and 
then weeding out those rejected by the 
juror. Certainly, slides proved the way 
to go! Ads were placed for the AAH 
Juried Exhibition in national artists’

It is quite possible that 
I am the last person 
on the planet to watch 
The Apprentice. As I 
watched the discussion 
between “the Don” and 
his cohorts as to who 
should stay and who should be fired, I noticed the 
way they each brought up the particular points that 
were personally important to them. Groups chose 
members for their ability to handle various aspects of 
the task at hand, aspects that the team leader deemed 
to be important. 

In the BDSM leather community we as 
well need to learn “the art of the deal.” We all have 
to take responsibility as adults for our actions and 
ourselves. There is risk involved when you engage in 
BDSM activity. That’s the truth, point blank. What 
can be done, however, is to minimize the risks. 

I am a boy, which doesn’t preclude my 
being an adult. I have common sense, and the ability 
to decide for myself what it is I am willing, and not 
willing, to do. After almost twenty years of playing 
the way that I do, (don’t do the math, I was really, 
really young) I may be willing to engage in activities 
that others within my own community wouldn’t 
even consider. These are decisions that I will make 
because they are right for me. Knowing what risks 
may be involved and minimizing them to my satisfac¬ 
tion is key. Part of minimizing risk is to learn “the art 
of the deal," or learning how to negotiate the terms 
of an encounter. I will thereby have a scene, or even 
relationship, where the risks involved are at a level 
where I am comfortable. 

Knowledge is key. First, learn about 
the activity as much as you can. You can see safety 
precautions and procedures in books, the Internet, 
and demonstrations conducted by reputable groups or 
organizations. 

There is more to consider though. In 
most BDSM activities, there is more than one person 
involved. There is usually one “active” or “top”, and 
one “passive” or “bottom”. These roles may change 
in different instances. Someone who was a “top” in a 
flogging scene last night might be a “bottom” tonight, 
but the need to negotiate is just as important, no mat¬ 
ter which end of the flogging you are on. 

It is of utmost importance that when you 
engage in a BDSM activity you do so with someone 
you trust. You quite literally are entrusting someone 
with your life. Negotiating doesn’t mean anything if 
the person you are negotiating with isn’t keeping up 
their part of the deal. On the flip side, trust may entail

knowing that someone will not claim an abusive 
encounter, rather than a mutual one, after your scene 
ends. 

When negotiating what the parameters of 
your scene will be, it’s important to consider which 
points are deal breakers for you; which activities you 
will absolutely not participate in; which activities 
you might consider cautiously, and which activities 
you avidly wish to experience. Take the negotiations 
seriously, because later on, when you find yourself 
tied up and gagged, it is going to be a bit difficult to 
discuss it. 

We are human. We make mistakes. 
Someone might hit in the wrong place, for example. 
These are risks we acknowledge and accept when we 
choose to participate in BSDM activities. 

If the person you are playing with doesn’t have the 
integrity to stand by their deal, or their gratification is 
more important than your safety and concerns, there 
are two steps to take: NEVER, EVER play with that 
person again, and let others know. 

In the beginning of the organized leather 
community (the Old Guard days), we were a very 
small group. We gathered in the shadows beneath the 
radar of those who would stop us from living as we 
would choose. Since there weren’t that many, we all 
knew one another. Now, instead of having to gather 
in secret, we have contests. We have events where 
five thousand leather men descend upon a city, walk 
around in harnesses and chaps, and exhibit all types 
of fetish gear and behavior with pride. 

It is beautiful that we find ourselves in a 
time and place where we can be proud of who and 
what we are, where tons of people show up and cel¬ 
ebrate gay pride, or leather pride. It’s wonderful that 
these things are truly a chance for all of us to share 
who we are and show that we are proud. However, 
when five thousand men descend upon a city, what are 
the chances you know all of them? 

So, to get back to the point: If someone 
doesn’t stick to the bargain, don’t be afraid to speak 
up. You might literally be saving someone’s life. 

Hey, you don’t have ‘The Don” to do it for 
you, so remember to practice the art of the deal.

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THE MYTH 
ABOUT HIV/AIDS 

When it comes to HIV/AIDS information and prevention 
messages, many AIDS Service Organizations, ASOs, like 
to tout “just the facts, ma’am!” That’s critical because 
there are so many myths that are still pervasive among 
the masses, and it's the job of an ASO or other community 
based organization working in HIV/AIDS to properly dispel 
misinformation about this virus. 

Some people actually still think that you can get HIV from 
a toilet seat or from a water fountain. One of my personal 
favorites is that HIV can be transmitted from one person to 
another via a mosquito. That one always kills me! When 
people tell this to me, I respond by asking them to consider 
just how many people would actually be infected if 
insects could pass HIV. If this could happen, 
how many of us would ever attend an 
outdoor concert in the summer or ever go 
to another barbeque? 


up other nasty stuff, but the chances of getting HIV in a 
manner described above is just about nil. 

Myth #3: If you get HIV, it’s no big deal because there 
are medications available to cure it. It’s amazing that 
people - especially young people - believe this one, but 
they do. The fact is that HIV is not a curable disease, and 
while there are many good medicines available to combat 
this disease, they cannot rid your body of it. Once you’re 
infected, you will always be infected. The medications, 
when taken properly, may help a person with HIV live to 
a normal life expectancy, but even with all the appropriate 
care in the wortd, an HIV positive person will likely die of an 
HIV related illness. Who knows what the future holds, but 
for now that’s the way the ball bounces with this one. 


Clearly, since myths like these are 
still discussed and, amazingly, i 
believed by many people, we must I 
do everything we can to put these I 
untruths to rest! We cannot allow 
people to run around saying ttjaK 
Magic Johnson is cured, or that AIDS 
is an absolute death sentence. To do so 
would be irresponsible. 


Additionally, there are many myths that people who 
infected with HIV believe, and they should not. These, too, 
must be dispelled. Consider these myths: 


Myth #4: I’m HIV positive, but my doctor said that my viral 
load is undetectable. Eureka! I’m cured and no longer 
have HIV!! Sorry to rain on your parade, but 
you’re not cired. People who live with HIV 
will oftenfget blood work to measure the 
amount of virus present in the blood. 
L Jfcfs is referred to as a viral load. Now 
a viral load may be undetectable, 
and that simply means that a person 
with HIV may have very few copies 
of the virus apparent to medical 
professionals. This is often because 
of the fact that a person with HIV 
takes anti-retroviral meds that can keep 
the virus at bay for a long time. The virus 

_ may not show up on technology currently 

available to measure the virus in the human 
Jre body. It doesn't mean that it’s not there. Again, once 
you’re infected, there is no turning back. 



Myth #1: You can get HIV by hugging someone, drinking 
from the same glass as someone who has HIV or from 
a cough or a sneeze of an infected person. The truth is 
that you can only get HIV if you come in direct contact 
with blood, semen, breast milk, or vaginal fluid from an 
infected person. Spit, vomit, earwax, fingernails, toe jam, 
zit juice, feces, urine or any other bodily fluid that is typically 
excreted will not yield HIV transmission. If it does, then it 
contained blood, semen, breast milk or vaginal fluid from an 
infected person. If you'd like to leam more about the fluids 
that transmit, log on to thebody.com. It is a great source 
of information. 

Myth #2: You can get HIV from a needle that is stuck to 
the seat in a movie theater or miraculously attached to the 
handle of a gas pump. According to thebody.com, there is 
no credible evidence that suggests such transmission has 
ever taken place or can actually do so. Keep in mind that 
HIV needs a human host to survive and cannot live very 
long outside of the human body. Dried blood may offer 


Myth #5: I'm HIV positive so I can have all the bareback 
sex in the world because I can’t get it again. Truth be 
told, an HIV positive person may get another strain of HIV 
that is different from their current strain. This may cause 
resistance to HIV drugs and limit your choices to defend 
yourself against HIV. 

This list of myths could go on and on and on. Despite the 
fact that we’re well into our third decade fighting HIV, it 
seems people will always believe some myths no matter 
what. You don't have to be one of these people! Know the 
facts and educate yourself about HIV/AIDS. This is also 
true for those of you who are HIV positive already. There 
are plenty of myths relating to you, too, in addition to the 
one listed above.

“Wine is scary ! I don V like wine! I don ’t understand why people think wine is so great /” 

These are some of the comments I get most when I tell people I work at a Wine Bar. It never ceases to amaze me 

when people automatically assume they don’t like wine. My very first question after the aforementioned com¬ 

ments is: What really good wine have you tried? When I moved back to Pennsylvania in September I was met 
• with the same statement from my sister. Now, amazingly enough, my sister is a huge fan of a certain white wine 
varietal called Viognier. I assume most readers don’t even know about this type of wine, but now my extremely 
naive wine-drinking sister can actually talk about this fruity, complex and alluring wine as if it were her everyday 
choice of cocktail. Most people can’t even name different wine varietals, let alone be expected to drink them, and 
most importantly, enjoy them! That’s what I’m here for... 

When I am introducing people to wine at Blue Bistro, where I work in Harrisburg, I ask them one of two ques¬ 
tions: What do you want to taste, and what do you like to eat? A few simple answers later they are on their way 

to enjoying a great glass of wine that will not only make them think 

twice about wine in general, BUT will actually make their meal more 

enjoyable. To boot, it will give them a few conversation pieces to 
impress their next date. 

When someone tells me they love steak but want a wine that is still 
fruity and full-bodied, I head right over to a Cabernet from South 
America. These big shouldered, fruit forward wines grace your senses 
with a lush taste that will marry well with a seared cut of beef. An¬ 
other customer asks for a great white wine they can eat with a spicy 
appetizer they are sharing with friends at the bar. At this point I raise 
my wine glass and say one word: Prost (German for cheers), because 
we are heading over to Germany for a great Riesling-Kabinet that will 
tingle the mouth as you savor the spices lingering on your palette. 

I would like to address a few wines that people enjoy, but I would 
like to point out are not exactly great beverage choices when trying to 
“open” yourself up to the world of wine. The first, and the one that 
makes me cringe the most, is White Zinfandel...it isn’t wine, it’s left 
over grape juice that has been fermented. It is too sweet and pairs with 
breakfast cereal better than actual food. Then there is Arbor Mist, and 
anything like it, which absolutely boggles my mind. There is no such thing as “peach wine” or “blueberry wine.” 
Those “beverages” are fruit juice mixed with fermented grape juice, and they scare me, in fact! My last big don’t 
when it comes to wine is: If it comes from a box, run the other way. Wine, good wine I should say, comes from a 
bottle. Boxed wine is cheap and will never give you the amount of pleasure that a bottle can accomplish. 

One major issue people have with wine is the price. I can understand why people shy away from a great glass 
of wine when they walk into a restaurant and see the price per glass, let alone a bottle. The great thing about 
wine is that at the end of the day price is not equal to value or taste. Some of the best wines that I enjoy at my 
own apartment are wines that you can find at the liquor store for under $20 a bottle. If you go into what I call an 
“educated” eatery, and really grill your server or bartender as to selecting a great wine by the glass, one with an 
amazing bang-for-your-buck delivery, they will bend to your request and bring out a wine that will pair well with 
your meal, and make you feel as if your are on your way to really “getting” wine. 

As a shameless plug for where I work, please stop by the Blue Bistro and Wine 
Bar located at 1313 North Second Street in Harrisburg, and ask to see Charlie. Just 
mention that you saw this article, and I promise that I will personally sit down and 
spend some time exposing you to the wonderful world of wine that has so captivated 
millions of Americans already.

In the 
Christian and GLBT 
world, I would be 
referred to as a late 
bloomer. I had my 
first transforming faith 
experience at the age 
of 28 and my first lesbian encounter at the age of 30. To say 
that my life has never been the same would be an understate¬ 
ment. If someone had told me that I would someday be a 
pastor of a GLBT church in Lancaster County, PA, I would 
have thought him or her very strange. And today, I love it. I 
love being a pastor in a growing faith community and I love 
being a lesbian, even in conservative PA. My greatest joy is to 
share the good news God has for everyone. God desires that 
no one be excluded from the table, and that includes you and 
me. I was bom and raised in Virginia, and lived all around the 
state - Richmond, Virginia Beach, and Northern Virginia - until 
I graduated from Wesley Seminary and moved 8 years ago to 
Lancaster, PA. 

Rev. Jen Glass: I am one of the 
pastors on staff at VOHMCC. I 
was ordained in October of 2006, 
and have only been attending 
MCC for the last 5 years. I grew 
up Roman Catholic and I never 
imagined that I would leave "The 
Church." Growing up I always 
knew that I was different, however, 

I had no idea I was queer. I also had no intention of being 
ordained. I am so glad that God had other plans for me! 

When I was in college I became involved in our Campus Min¬ 
istry, especially in leading retreats and outreach ministry. After 
26 


I graduated, I did a year of missionary work in the Dominican 
Republic. It was during that year that I knew God was calling 
me to serve and to do God’s work in the world. 

I consider myself blessed because my relationship with 
God has been unbroken, even if not always perfect. In fact, 
when I came out, it was my relationship with God that got me 
through. I didn’t worry about whether or not God loved me, 
which I knew without a doubt. I was concerned with what 
other people would say. 

I graduated from Lancaster Theological Seminary with a 
Masters of Divinity degree in 2005. I also earned a Master 
of Arts degree in Pastoral Ministry from Boston College in 
1997. My partner Maria and I share our home with 8 of God’s 
creatures: 3 dogs and 5 cats. I like music, movies, books and 
baseball. Among my favorite things to do is to hang out with 
my nieces and my friends. 

In our pastoral experience, one of the things we find disheart¬ 
ening is the way that the Bible is used against our community, 
when there really is no justification for it. When one begins to 
look at the bible and homosexuality, there are some important 
things to know. First, there are over 32,000 verses in the 
bible, and only 7 are assumed to deal with homosexuality. 
That means that the issue of homosexuality in the bible is 
about .0001%. It’s not much to worry about if you ask us. 

The term homosexual or homosexuality is a relatively 
contemporary term. The word homosexual does not have 
an equivalent in Hebrew or ancient Greek. In 1869, Karoly 
M. Benkert, a Hungarian writer, who used it to define male 
or female individuals who from birth are erotically oriented 
towards their own sex, first used the term in German. The 
Oxford English Dictionary says, in 1912, the word was first 
used in English. The earliest use in a bible was in 1946, with 
the publication of the first edition of the Revised Standard 
Version. Pastor Deb personally finds it difficult to believe that 
if homosexuality were such a big sin, Jesus would have at 
least made some reference to the issue during his ministry. 

The story of Sodom and Gomorrah, as in Genesis 19, is often 
reviewed when considered homosexuality and the bible. Rev. 
Jen knows that story isn’t even about homosexuality. It’s 
about rape. Just look at the parallel story in Judges 19. Talk 
about cross-references - just let the Bible interpret itself. The 
Prophet Ezekiel and even Jesus claim that the sin of Sodom 
and Gomorrah is mostly inhospitality, among other things, not 
sexuality (Ezekiel 16:49-50 and Matthew 10:11-15). 

Both of us pastors, Reverend Deb Coggin and Reverend Jen 
Glass, enjoy talking about the Bible. We also enjoy being 
in conversation with people. If you have any questions you 
might like to ask us or further comments you would like to 
make, we invite you to be in touch with us.
